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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in this application because applicant has not provided any drawing. Applicant is 
advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the 
Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new 
drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 2 the phrase " said number of frames is equal to two" is not clear 
to the Examiner, it no clear, which set of frames applicant is referring to? The non 
object-oriented frames or object oriented frames. Please clarify. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Bordes ET al. (US 6,909,747). 

In regard to claim 1 , Bordes provides for a non object-oriented coding 
step, applied to a small number of frames of the video sequence ( col.4 lines 56- 
65, note stationary background correspond to non objected oriented for some 
frames); 

(b) an object-oriented coding step, applied to all the frames 
of the sequence that follow said small number of frames( col.4 lines 56-65, note 
groups of pictures comprise images coded in inter mode, of B and/or P type) ; (c) 
a sequencing step, provided for controlling that said non 
object-oriented and object-oriented coding steps are respectively 
applied to the appropriate frames, in order to generate a coded 
bitstream including non object-oriented coded data corresponding 
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to said small number of frames followed by object-oriented coded 
data corresponding to said following frames ( col .5 lines 10-25). 

In regard to claim 2 as best understood, Bordes provides for as coding 
method, in which said number of frames is equal to two ( col.4 lines 55-60, note 
inter mode). 

In regard to claim 3 Bordes provides for a method, wherein coded 
bitstream also includes information about the number of regions of interest in the 
original video sequence (col.4 lines 46-50, note point of interest of the scene). 

In regard to claim 4 Bordes provides for a coding method, wherein 
information about the number of regions of interest is given at 
the picture level (col.4 lines 35-40, note groups of images or GOP or group of 
pictures in the MPEG standard). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 5 is allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
closest prior art of Bordes failed to teach or suggest for (I) a first decoding step, 
applied to said non object- oriented coded data of the coded bitstream that 
correspond to said small number of frames of the original video sequence ; 

(2) a spatio-temporal segmentation step applied to said non object- 
oriented coded data of the coded bitstream that correspond to said small number 
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of frames and provided for reconstructing the missing shape component of the 
VOs ; 

(3) a second decoding step, applied to said object-oriented coded data of 
the coded bitstream that correspond to said following frames ; 

(4) a sequencing step, provided for controlling that said decoding and 
segmentation steps are respectively applied to the appropriate frames. As cited 
in claim 5.
